up the breaches of Germany. If this opportunity 
be omitted, His Highneſle affaires will be excee- 
dingly caft behind hand. —_ 

Itis true, Thar our Treatyes heretofore have 
not been proſperous ; the reaſon hath been, be- 
cauſe of the unhappy diſtance between the King 
and his people, which broughr a diſvalue upon this 
Kingdome abroad. But now, when the world ſhall 
rake notice of the good underſtanding between 
his Majeſty and his Subjecs, by an earneſt and ſox 
lemn Ioyning of the whole Parliament with his 
Majeſtyes Declaration,the Propoſitions comming 
from hence, will carry with ther more weight, 
more Authority ; which is the way to redeem our 
Engagement &t an ealy rate, toſave thoſe great 
Charges which ſome doe ſo much feare. 

If we ſhould be backward in this great worke; 
we ſhall cancell che Obligations of Nature, of He- 
nour,of Reaſon, of State,of Religion, which binde 
us tO it. 

Wherefore, Maſter Wh3z{ock,, my humble Mo- 
tion is, Thar we may draw up a ſhort round Mani- 
feſt, to wait upon andaffirme the Kings Declara-- 

tion, to be ſtill managed by advice of Parlia« 

menr,which will be ſafe for our ſelves, 
more powerfull and effeQuall 
for the Prince EleQor.
